MINEOLA, N. Y, July 7.~Ths body of
Frank Hoit, who shot J. P. Morgan anfl
last ndght killed himself, wan today Idan-
tned pokitively as that of Erich Muenter,
the missing Harvard professor, who In

witneases, B. T. Bmith, State poline ofM-
cer of Massachusetts, and T. W. Helllar,
who lived In the same house with Muen=
ter for nine months, declared the sul«
elde and Muenter were one and the
aame.
